In reply to the Office action mailed August 9, 2002, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the outstanding rejections and reexamination of the present 
apphcation in light of the following remarks and amendments. 

IN THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently amended) A process for identifying mutations that confer resistance to a 
compound comprising: 

a) generating a defined set of overlapping PCR products, of approximately 
10 kb to approximately 15 kb, containing random point mutations which 
encompass the complete chromosome of a wild-type strain of bacteria for 
which the chromosomal sequence is known; 

b) transforming pools of the PCR products from step(a) corresponding to 
about 100 kb of the chromosome into the wild-type strain and isolating 
the resulting strains that are resistant to a compound;
